A Mob Hangs a Sentenced Criminal to a 


Tree.

ELLICOTT CITY, Md., May 28.—Jacob 


Henson, a negro sentenced to be hanged 
June 7, for the murder of Daniel Fishea, 
was taken from the jail by a mob early 
this morning and hanged to a limb of a 
tree. The lynching was the work of 
about twenty men, who feared the gover- 
nor might be induced to interfere and 
commute Benson's sentence to life im- 
prisonment. The grounds for this appre- 


1 hension came from attempts to show 
Henson was insane, and a belief that Gov. 
Brown himself was going out to the jail 
to inquire into the murderers's sanity. A 
placard was pinned on the negro's breast 
on which was written: "We respect our 
court and judges; but Gov. Brown forced 
the law abiding citizens to carry out the

FAMOUS JOCKEY KILLED. 


Thrown From His Horse at Clyde Park 


Today.

BOSTON, May 28.—William Griffin, the 


well known professional jockey was killed 
this forenoon at Clyde Park track while 
riding G. R. Wales' horse, "Lansing." He 
was exercising the horse and had just 
started to speed him when the animal 
stumbled and threw Grffln against the 
rail with terrific force. He never spoke 
afterward and died in about two minutes. 
Griffin was thirty-five years old and mar- 
ried, and had ridden at the Coventry club 
races several years. The cause of Lans- 
ing's stumble was the sudden loosening of 
a bandage on one of bis fore legs.

Debs of the American Railway union, 
speaking this morning of the decision of 
the Supreme court said he concluded that 
the court did not pass upon the merits of 
the case itself. 
The decision gives to a 


circuit judge unlimited power to inflict 
punishment on a citizen without regard 
to trial by jury, which is vsudhsafed by 
the constitution of the United States. 


IMPORTAN DECISION. 


Judge Holmes Defines Strikers' Rights in 


a Decision Today. 


BOSTON, May 28.—An important decision 


denning strikers' rights was rendered 
today by Judge Holmes of the supreme 
court. By it, strikers are held to have the 
right to patrol in front of their former em- 
ployers' premises provided they commit no 
unlawful acts. They are also held to have 
the right of free competition, which car- 
ries with it free combination, in a 
free commercial contest, subject to the 
rules of fair play. The court does not 
believe violence so inseparably con- 
nected with strikes as to warrant declar- 
ing a combination for lawful purpose, 
illegal simply on that ground. 


M. Pasteur Can't Forget.

PARIS, May 28.—Figaro says M. Pasteur 


has refused to accept a decoration from 
Emperor William on the occasion of the 
opening of the Baltic sea canal, declaring 
he would never forget 1870 and Germany's 
tyranny.

Edward Cumm returned last night from 
the woods north of Stamford, Vt., wet 
and tired and one of them in that peculiar 
frame of mind which has strong memories 
of past dangers and great appreciation of 
deliverance from them. 
The men had 


been in the Vermont forests selecting 
timbers for rollers for the Windsor print 
works, a work Mr. Whitney has been 
engaged in for many years. His two com- 
panions were his most trusted and useful 
men. 
About noon time yesterday Mr. 


Whitney directed Mr. Clark to go to 
camp and feed the horse while he and Mr. 
Cumm would go into the woods, and after 
feeding the horse he might follow. He 
did as directed and was soon in the depths 
of the woods. He walked far and by cir- 
cuitous routes but met with nothing save 
brambles and trees, He began shouting

times and came no nearer a habitation or 
his friends. Rain was descending in great 
quantities which was collected by the 
leaves of the heavy trees and poured 
down upon his head and upon the brush 
from which it was given off again to sat- 
urate his weary feet and limbs. Not hav- 
ing reached his companions in due time 
they started to hunt him up and soon 
came to the conclusion that he was lost 
in the woods. They plunged in after him 
and hour alter hour wandered about as 
best they could in the pouring rain shout- 
ing find doing whatever they could to gain 
some trace of the wanderer. They emerged 
out near a lone cabin and told its occu- 
pants if they should see a stranger to tell 
him friends were looking for him and to 
to direct him to the camp. It was then 
near 5.30 and the rain had not abated. 
Very soon the lost man fortunately strayed 
out near the same cabin and was set on 
the right way. In a few minutes the men 
joined company again, two of them glad 
that a longer tramp was rendered unnec- 
essary, and one of them glad he had 
gained a chance of reaching civilization 
where horrifying thoughts of bears and 
wildcats would not haunt him.

the value of the letters used in marking, 
and in the absence of an exact agreement 
among them they adopted the plan above 
noted as being fair and as bringing the 
letters as near to cheir true value as it 
was possible to determine. If we have 
made any mistake in our circulations we 
shall rectify it with pleasure.

I did not have at hand the figures given 
above, but I have recently found in Mr.

From this distance it appears that North 


Adams has gone daft in regard to this 
Spaulding matter. Jandw^fihed between 
two grievances, no doubt with consider- 
able foundation for them on ba*h sMes, 
is a group of over-enthusiastic boys, and 
it seems that these youths, unripe in age 
or experience, are leading popular senti- 
ment. One cannot blame them for their 
regard for one they know and like so well, 
but what excuse has the populace to offer ? 
The citizens of North Adams owe conser- 
vative consideration to Mr. Spaulding and 
to the school committee, and this consid- 
eration has not been given. The friends 
of Mr. Spaulding by over-zeal and rash- 
ness have succeeded in advertising him 
near and far as the cause of a big school 
dissention in North Adams. He is un- 
doubtedly injured thereby. On the other 
hand the recognized standing of the school 
committee is proof against personal reflec- 
tion on them, while back of them the 
school system of the Tunnel City is repre- 
sented in the public prints as in a state of 
aggravated turmoil and disorder. Does 
all this thing pay? Would it not be better 
if the enthusiasm of the boys was bottled, 
that toe school committee had beau given 
more time to be heard, and that less pub- 
licity was given to the whole affair ?

Again our sister city of North Adams is 


in trouble with her high school. It world 
seem to a casual observer and outsider 
that a principal who has been twice the 
cause whether, direct or indirect, of iiuch 
a distubance of the school system, at the 
close of two successive years, must have 
some qualities which would justify any 
committee in removing him. The wonder 
is that it was not done before things came 
to such a pass as they seem to have come 
in North Adams. While the wisdom of 
thus summarily dismissing him so near 
the close of the year at the end of which 
his resignation was to take effect, may be 
questioned and while the action of the 
committee in not immediately giving 
their reasons to the public may be criti- 
cised, it is nevertheless patent that there 
is some very loose screw in North Adams 
high school machinery. We have always 
felt sure that North Adams needs the 
educational training of the new normal 
school more than Pittsfield and are now 
convinced that this is the case. North 
Adams has been posing in the eyes of the 
state as a center of culture, as a wide 
awake city in the fore-front of progress, 
but she tolerates for four years a man at 
the head of her high school, against 
whom serious charges have twice been 
made by different sets of teachers.

BOSTON', May 38.—The following weather 


orop bulletin for the weak ending May 37 
is issued by the Now England weather 
service, in co-operation with the Massa- 
chusetts state board of agriculture: 


The weather for New England for the 


past week has been cold and windy, and 
very little rain has fallen, except in the ex- 
treme southwest sections. A warm, hoavy 
rain, with sunshine and higher tempera- 
turn, is iicedud for the rapid advancement 
of field and garden crops. 


Vegetation Set Back. 


The week has been cold, dry and windy 


throughout Maine until the last dav or 
two, when warmer weather has prevailed. 
Farm work has been pushed, and a great 
part of the planting is done, but in 
central counties it has been so dry that 
seeds have failed to sprout. Vegetation 
has grown very slowly, also, but all crops 
that have started appear in a healthy con- 
dition, and as the season is still ahead of 
the average, there is plenty of time for 
improvement-, with favorable weather. 
Early grain looks well. The early apples 
are nearly in full bloom, and late ones are 
coming on. 
Baldwins indicate a light 


blossom in Kenuebse county, and all ap- 
ples are giving small blossom in Lincoln, 
county. 
Snow fell with the rain in 


Aroostook county on the 24th. 


Teed Is Scant. 


The dry weather is being felt in New 


Hampshire, and on dry land .seed is start- 
ing .slowly anil grass is looking very thin. 
Ftxnl in hill pasture-; is scant, and the cor- 
respondents report that unless considera- 
ble rain comes soon there must be a light 
hay crop. Mo.-,t of the sowing is done, but 
planting is still in progress. There has 
been no real good corn weather, and much 
of that seed has not been put in yet. Pears 
are setting very well, and apples are not 
injured nearly so much in south central 
counties as vras feared last week. In Hiils- 
boro and Rockingham counties especially, 
some of the apples that did not promise 
well are^iow full of blossoms. One corre- 
spondent reports that strawberries and 
blueberries that were in full bloom at the 
timo of the frpotfe ar» again blosso;niug. 


Fruit Doing Well. 


Apples are showing very well in Vermont, 


and in some counties a second crop of 
blossoms have made their appearance. 
Late trees are coming into bloom very 
well. It is hoped that the yield of fruit 
was not muc.i interfered"*with by the frost 
of last week. 
A sharp frost was ex- 


perienced in north central sections on the 
morning of the 23d; at Morrisville, in 
Lamoilo souuty, the temperature fell be- 
low the freezing point. With the severe 
frost of last week, and the continued dry, 
windy weather, it is feared grass has been, 
seriou-ily affeeted. Some correspondents 
say that thero is sure to be a short crop, 
espeeially on old meadows. The feed is 
getting short and scant in pastures. 


Eliody Got Bain. 


The frost of last week seriously injured 


grapes in Massachusetts, and on bogs that 
were not. flowed the cranberries wore pretty 
much all killed, but there was very little 
damage indicated to large fruits, and 
apples now promise a good crop, exc'.-pt in 
Plymouth county. A heavy rain foil in 
the southeast on'the 21st and 23d, and 
moderate rains oa the 28th and 87!h, so 
that nothing is suffering for water in 
southeastern counties. Grass is growing 
very well; potatoes are coining up un- 
usually even and strong, and other field 
and garden crops are coming on us well as 
possible with thy continued cool weather. 
In central and wo-stern districts rain is 
badly needed, ami the only thing that the 
weather is favorabh- for is farm work. 
One correspondent in Worcester county re- 
ports less feed in the pastures than two 
weeks :igo. 
TO'MICOO plants arc growing 


stocky, and are generally looking well. 
Garden truck around Boston is flourishing 
and looks promising. Many blackberry 
and raspberry canes were injured oy the 
cold last winter, but no injury is indicated 
by the frosts of the 14th and 17th. 


Grapes and Cranberries Hurt. 


Abundant rains have fallen in Rhode 


Island, and the top of the ground has been 
left moist. With the warm weather that 
has prevailed for the last few days, crops 
are pushing along very well, though still 
backward in most sections. Grass and 
wheat are well advanced. In some places, 
whore the frost of last week did most dam- 
age, the ground is being replanted. Apple 
trees have blossomed very full. 


Gurdea Truck Doing WelL 


Grass needs more rain to produce a full 


crop in central and western Connecticut, 
but in southeastern sections it is growing 
very heavy and fast. The correspondent 
from New London states that pastures 
could not be in bettor condition. The 
temperature has been below the normal, 
but tile conditions have been better than 
the previous week, and crops are doing 
very well, except where want of rain is 
badly felt. Fruit seems to have been in- 
jured very little by the frosts of the 14th 
and 17th. The indications continue favor- 
able for a large peach crop. There was a 
light frost on the 22d, but not so much 
damage was done in any of the New Eng- 
land counties a.s in east central New York. 
Reports from the Susquehanna valley in 
New York claim that mu3h damage was 
done in the hop district on the 22d. 
Garden truck is growing well in Con- 
necticut. Tne bulk of the crops have been 
planted in most sections, and some hoeing 
is being done. Tobacco setting has begun.

SUGGESTED SCHOOL REFORMS. 


There is this reason for continuing the 


pivuit discussion of the school question- 
that the attention of this community is 
non more intently and generally turned 
to this important public interest th.m 
perhaps it has ever been. It is undoubt- 
edly a must important interest; in a cer- 
tain respct-t probably the most important 
this public has to consider. Very many 
of the children who attend our public 
schools continue their residence hereafter 
they have left them. The generation 
low being taught in our schools will lie 
,::! important portion of the citizenship 
of tliis town twenty years from now. 
That is, the schools of this town veiy 
largely determine the quality of its 
.citizenship, and the quality of 
its 


citizenship will determine its future. 
There is no town interest more far-reach- 
ins in its effect and extent than our pub- 
lie schools. 
Therefore they should be 


(jivcn the most considerate and thought- 
ful attention. 


In a recent article the TRANSCRIPT called 


attention to the desirability of relieving 
t'.e school committee from certain inher- 
its cl duties which IK long properly to the 
position oi superintendent. It should be- 
realized, in this connection, that the pres- 
-J.»t school committee are no more re 
siKinsible for the continuance of thes< 
duties in their hands than are any othei 
vir.il.tr number of our citizens. This is n 
rt-poiisjbility the community as a whole 
v. .11 have to bear the burden of. It can- 
m,t at thi1: exigency be shifted upon the 
shoulders of public officials elected to po- 
sition under a status of duties very long 
f^tablished. 


It is time thai, this status was changed, 


but there is more than this to change if 
the welfare of our schools is to be effect- 
ively furthered. Because, if the most for- 
ti'nately constituted and circumstanced 
school superintendent had the full dis- 
piK.il of the t< aching force, he could not 
produce the dcfirablc results if the ener- 
-,-ks of the school children are practically 
misted upon a too great number of 
••Indies, and the strength of the teachers 
's largely drav, n upon in labors that have 
:io echu ational value. 


The first of these considerations is being 


iihtn pioniincnt attention at this time in 
connection with college instruction. Dr. 
Ira Reniscn, formcily of Williams col- 
I'yc. now the distinguished professor of 
ch. mistry ai Johns Hopkins nnivjivJty, 
lias just given an address before the asso- 
ciation of colleges and 
preparatory 


schools of the Middle states and Mary- 
'r.nd in which he meets this very issue. 
He says: "I believe a simpler course 
would give better results; I believe it 
-indents in the colleges were required to 
:'o less they would do more." 
The 


Springfield Republican of Monday, coin- 
in' nting editorially upon the above ad- 
cln ^s-. says: 


A simpler course for colleges will do 
nr.ich lo relieve a (.train which is against 
the- calm and orderly processes of Nature, 
and such relaxation will give freer play for 
sound mental growth. Until the ordinary 


ollege 


Xow, 
if the above is true of such de- 


vi'oped students, as have entered upon a 
c./Ilege course, how much more true i=> it 
o; such undeveloped students as fill, from 
rive years upward, the benches of our 
graded schools. It is much better to have 
<! sound and substantial body jf learning 
upon a few essential subjects, than to 
know very little about a great many 
things; and any training that is not 
thorough is of itself a mental and moral 
injury. 


And the other consideration referred to 


above is of equal importance for us. Very 
much of the work of figuring averages, 
preparing written examination p«p>,ts, 
and keeping a laborious record of the 
profitless mimitife of school statistics, did, 
when, we kne\v -/witty.littiiivately of the 
school situation, and probably does now,— 
for it seems an essential feature-of graded 
school work— very much empltiy the out- 
of-school hours of the teachers in our 
schools, and turned into exhausting drudg- 
ery a eal 'ing which should be one of the 
pleasantcst and most stimulating in life; 
tor to acquire and impart information is 
the distinguishing felicity of the human 
nind. 


We bring up these considerations at this 


time so that the public may have the'r 
before it. Very mnoh of the detail of 
school methods it can not profitably con- 
Mder, but these are broad and simple is- 
sues that can be judged of effectively by 
1 he natural sense and judgment we all of 
IB have in common. 


RETURNING SOBERNESS OF MIND. 


AH popular excitement is followed by 


rt action. All excessive judgments are fol- 
lowed by regrets. This is already proving 
ti nc in this town with respect to our school 
trouble. This community already sees it 
has nothing to gain, and very much to 
]<>•*, by the demoralization of our schools 
and the abuse of the school committee. Its 
sense of decency and fair play recoils from 
tliu coarse strictures passed upon ladies of 
sensibility and refinement and upon men 
of public usefulness and character. It is 
fast becoming chagrined with an exhibit- 
ion it now sees to have been hysterical and 
a degree of criticism it knows to have 


been unjust. It is becoming sick of the 
whole vituperative indulgence, and craves 
a rest from further personalities about Mr. 
Spanlding and the school committee. But 
it should not let its creditable compu nc- 
tion for its own excess occasion an indif- 
ference to the school necessities. Before 
Superintendent Miner left, the TRAN- 
SCRIPT unsuccessfully endeavored to in- 
terest this public in their consideration. It 
would have been better now if that at- 
tempt had succeeded. A second failune, 
following the present opportune endeavor, 
would be less excusable for this town. Let 
the personalities of crimination cease to 
discredit us, but do not waste an expen- 
sive opportunity for considering the im- 
provment of our schools. 


WALTER QUINTON GRESHAM. 


The death, at Washington, D. C., at 1.15 


o'clock this morning of pleurisy followed 
by pneumonia, ends at the age of 63 years a 
strenuous and what at one time promised 
to be a highly successful public career. 
Taking this career as a whole, this prom- 
ise w:ll be felt tto have partially failed. 
Secretary Gresham gained his prominence 
and won his following as a Republican 
from conviction. He dies in office as the 
leading member of a Democratic cabinet. 
This change of attitude is compatible with 
political integrity, but Mr. Gresham was 
known to have resented the loss of prefer- 
ment by a Republican presidential conven- 
tion, and he accepted an office of honor 
which involved Democratic allegiance. 
He was a man of great ability, of patriotic 
purpose, and of devoted public labors, but 
his resentments were strong and his sense 
of his own merits was high. We cannot 
but feel that his last honors were had at 
some expense to his peace of mind, and 
that his end was hastened by the conse- 
quences of his ambition. But he has now 
gone to where motives can be correctly 
judged, as they caunot be in this imperfect 
world. If his motives were public, he may 
be commended for his courage; if they 
were unduly personal he has passed be- 
yond the sphese of censure* What good he 
did lives after him, and above his grave 
the wreaths of a Union soldier will keep 
green his earlier fame. 


Martinez Campos has been in charge in 


Cuba about six weeks. At the first he 
proclaimed relentless war upon the insur- 
gants, but now he promises reforms. In 
the old spelling book story the agricultu- 
ral gentleman first threw sticks at the 
boys robbing his apple tree and kept his 
stones till later. It looks as if neither 
course would at this writing prosper in 
Cuba. 


The new constitution of New York 


increases the Senate districts to fifty and 
establishes three-year terms. These sena- 
torial elections, to be held next fall, are 
already exciting interest because, in 1896, 
a successor to United States Senator David 
B. Hill will be voted for by these first in- 
cumbents. In New York politics, it calls 
for the long look ahead in these progres- 
sive days. 


Norman M. Cameron, the son of a Chel- 


sea (Mass.) clergyman, has been expelled 
from the medical department of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, because he sent to 
a Detroit newspaper, of which he was a 
correspondent, the story that a senior had 
eaten a sandwich made of human flesh.

RELIEVEDJY DEATH, 


Premier Gresliain's Sufferings Ended 


In Loved Ones' Presence, 


A Long Life Devoted to the 


Nation's Welfare. 


His Career on the Battlefield, on the Bench, 


and at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, May 28. — Secretary of 


State Gresliam died at 1:13 o'clock this 
morning. 


For two hours preceding dissolution 


there had been no indication oither of a 
pulse or a heart beat. He lay during that 
time with his head resting on the arms of 
his daughter, Mrs. Andrews, while his de- 
voted wife sat by his side, his hands 
clasped in hers; his face so turned that his 
last conscious gaze should rest upon her. 


And so the minutes dragged slowly on 


until the end came. He was conscious to 
the last. He suffered greatly during the 
preceding 48 hours, after the pneumonic 
symptoms were complicated with his dis- 
ease, and was only temporarily relieved by 
frequent hypodermic injections. But as 
the end approached, his suffering disap- 
peared, and he passed away as quietly as 
a child sinking to slumber. 


Mrs. Gresham's long pent-up grief could 


not be longer restrained when she real- 
ized the secretary was dead. She leaned 
over his body, calling him affectionately 
by name, and was with difficulty removed 
from his side. 


Secretory Gresham's sickness began May 


1, when he was attacked with acute pleur- 
isy. The effusion filled the ploural cav- 
ity, but his condition yielded to treatment 
until Saturday, when he suffered a relapse, 
accompanied by acute pneumonia. 
His 


condition since that time has been ex- 
tremely critical. His heart action became 
enfeebled, requiring the constant adminis- 
tration of the most powerful heart stimu- 
lauta. 


WALTER Q. GBESHAM. 


About 5:30 last evening he sank so 


rapidly that death was momentarily (x- 
pected. Restoratives were applied, and 
hypodermic injections of nitroglycerine 
(the most powerful of all heart stimulants) 
and strychnine were made. 
His blood 


vessels were in a state of collapse, and his 
condition was'so critical that the phv- 
sicians decided that transfusion was im- 
mediately necessary to stimulate tho heart. 
Dr. Van Ransenlaer opened a vein in the 
left arm and' infused a pint and a half of 
normal saline solution. 
The operation 


was successful, and about 0 o'clock the 
stricken .statesman had revived somewhat. 


Tho secretary lay in one of a suite of 


rooms on the ground floor of the Johnson 
annex of tho Arlington hotel, At his bed- 
side were Mrs. Gresham, his daughter, 
Mrs. F. E. Andrews of Chicago, and his 
son-in-law. Mr. Andrews, the nurses and 
the three physicians. 


The anxious watchers at the bedside 


about 9:30 saw the giant frame of the 
secretary convulsed by a severe chill. He 
sank rapidly, but the chill passed away 
and he recovered slightly, and then dozed 
for a few minutes. The physicians con- 
tinued to give hypodermic injections of 
nitre-glycerine. At 10:30 he suffered an- 
other rigor. 


At 11:30 o'clock, the physicians, despair- 


ing of all further effort, had retired from 
the chamber and sat in the next room 
ready to render such service as they might 
in smoothing tho way to the end when 
summoned. 


By midnight the signs of dissolution 


were crowding thick and fast. Ho had 
been conscious and even conversed calmly 
with those about him. but as the midnight 
hour drew near, the waning forces of life- 
were no longei equal to the effort, and lie 
sank into silence. Although almost pnlne- 
less, and without siffn of life, his eyes still 
showed the gleam of intelligence and ap- 
preciation of what was going' on about 
him. 


Mrs. Greslrun sat at the bedside smooth- 


ing his fevered brow and occasionally read- 
ing to him from i he Bible passages which 
he loved. As tho end approached, his 
pulse became hardly perceptible. Gradu- 
ally his eyes glazed and closed. But Mrs. 
Grresham, with noble and heroic fortitude, 
continued to read the words of Gospel 
to her departing husband. Her daughter 
.ind son-in-law stood with bowed heads at 
the side of the couch. 


At 1:13 o'clock his breathing ceased, a 


peaceful shadow p;is«eil over his pale 
t ountenauce, n;s pul.-e flickered, and the 
t-orrowing family were in the presence of 
death. 


An Honorable Carver, 


Walter Quintan Gresham was a soldier, 


a judge and a statesman, eminent and dis- 
tinguished in the great fights of human 
endeavor. He rose to the rank of major 
general of volunteers during the rebellion. 
He was for 14 years United States district 
judge for Indiana, and for eight years 
I'nited States circuit judge for Illinois, 
aud held three cabinet portfolios—post- 
master general and secretary of the treas- 
ury, under Arthur, and secretary of state 
n ndcr Cleveland. Such an epitome of pub- 
lic service few men can boast. 


He was born March 17, 1833, near Lanes- 


»i lie, Ind. He obtained a common schojl 
education and entered the state universii,, 
but was only able to remain there c::3 
year. He was admitted to the liar in lbi.3 
at Corydon, Ind., and became a successful 
lawyer; was elected to the legislature in 
18iiO, and in August, 1861, became lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Thirty-eighth In- 
diana infantry. The following December 
he was made jolonel of the Fifty-third In- 
diana and served for two years in that 
rank, making an exceptionally brilliant 


record, especially in the campaigns of 1863 
In Mississippi. 


Aug. 
11, 1863, he was commissioned 


brigadier general, and while commanding 
the- fourth division of General Blair's 
corps before Atlanta he received a wound 
wliich disabled him for a year, ending his 
sci vice. March 13, 1885, he was brcvettecl 
mil j or gentral for gallantry In the Atlanta 
cai npaign. He resumed law practice, this 
time at Now Albany, Ind., and became a 
Republican leader, but the Democratic 
majority in that region was too much for 
him, 
and he was defeated in the race for 


congress. Again, in 1881, he was an un- 
successful candidate for United States 


senator. Meanwhile President Urant had 
appointed him federal judge for the dis- 
trict of Indiana. 


His Cervices at Washington. 


When Postmaster General Howe died, 


in April, 18S3, Gresham, then holding 
court at Evansville, was tendered the cab- 
inet position by telegraph, and accepted. 
Near the close of Arthur's term, on the 
death of Secretory Folger, he was ap- 
pointed secretary of the treasury, a posi- 
tion he held until October, 1SS4, when he 
withdrew from the cabinet altogether. 
During his cabinet service he was one of 
Arthur's most trusted advisers. In De- 
cember, 1884, Judge Drnmmond having 
retired from the office of United States 
circuit judge, President Arthur, who had 
taken him from the bench, had the satis- 
faction of restoring him to the bench at 
the cud of his service. 


In 1888 Judge Gresham WAS made a 


prominent candidate for the Republican 
nomination for the presidency at the Chi- 
cago convention. 
Harrison ultimately 


captured the Indiana delegation and was 
nominated. 


Previous to that, Gresham had displayed 


a strong inclination to dissent from the 
extreme high tariff doctrine of the Repub- 
lican party. 
His views on the tariff 


created against him the antagonism of the 
extreme protectionists at Chicago. When 
the Republicans assumed power and re- 
vised the tariff by the passage of the Mc- 
Kinley law, Judge Gresham, with other 
Republicans, openly dissented, and in 
1893, 
after the nomination of Cleveland 


by the Democrats, he, with other Republi- 
cans, renounced their allegiance to the 
Republican party and advocated Cleve- 
land's election. 
After Cleveland was 


elected in February, 1893, he tendered 
Gresham the position of premier of the 
cabinet he was forming. Gresham ac- 
cepted, and assumed thedutiesof secretary 
of state on March 7, 1893. 


During his short term as postmaster gen- 


eral, Gresham accomplished much. From 
the day ho set foot in the office he evinced 
those qualities of application and master- 
fulness which have always characterized 
his public labors. 


Called by Cleveland. 


As secretary of state in tiie present ad- 


ministration, Mr. Gresham has had to deal 
with problems more vexatious, intricate 
and delicate, diplomatically, than has 
fallen to the share of most secretaries of 
state. His treatment of these measures 
was marked by the strong individuality 
which waj part of the man. To him it 
made little difference how any line of 
action promi""d to affect his own country, 
he could and aid disabuse,his mind of any 
personal feeling in deali£* with an inter- 
national question, and the first considera- 
tion with him was always absolute fair- 
ne->s; if his own country occupied a false 
position in the matter, he thought it was 
his duty to set it right, even, at a sacrifice 
of material interests, as it might appear at 
the time. 


Secretary Gresham found much to dis- 


satisfy him with the state of our foreign 
relations wlun he assumed office this last- 
time, and in his characteristic fashion ho 
set to work to shape these to meet his own 
ideas without delay. Such a course was 
certain to subject him to bitter criticism, 
and he fully realized this in advance, but 
was in no respect deterred from doing 
what ho thought was right. 


This brought him face to face with the 


great question of the hour at that time— 
the annexation of Hawaii. He had de- 
cided views upon this matter even before 
he came into the cabinet, and the secretary 
mode his celebrated recommendation that 
the queen be restored, inasmuch as she 
had been deposed through the action of 
the officers of the United States. When 
congress finally made known its wishes, 
the secretary accepted them for his govern- 
ment, but it cannot be discovered from 
any subsequent utterance of his that he 
ever changed his views as originally an- 
nounced to the justice of the action he had 
proposed. 


While he was deep in the Hawaiian 


negotiations, Gresham was obliged sud- 
denly to give immediate attention to the 
subject of the Behring sea fisheries. The 
arbitration arranged by his predecessor 
was in full swing. Here was another 
matter with which 


He Was Not In Harmony. 


The British were unwilling to do the 


first of many things, and it was only by an 
exhibition of strength through his charac- 
ter and purpose that he succeeded in hurry- 
ing through the British parliament an act 
to give effect to the arbitration and then 
securing the adoption of regulations to 
keep off tho poachers. 


By a clause in. the Wilson tariff act, con- 


gress has swept away in a line all of the 
carefully constructed reciprocity treaties 
negotiated by the preceding administra- 
tion. This caused great anger among the 
nations with which the United States had 
such treaties, and the storm fell upon Sec- 
retary Gresham's head. 
It 
was Mr. 


Gresham's tusk to placate the European 
powers, and how skillfully he did so, the 
printed correspondence tells. 


Another l.:gacy from his predecessor 


which Mr. Grestuun found very little to 
his liking, was rbo necessity for caring for 
tho Sainoan king, held imprisoned on the 
Sunday islands by the Germans. 
He 


wanted to repudiate the whole arrange- 
ment by which the United States assumed 
a part of the tripartite protectorate over 
Samoa, and he worked hard to this end, 
aud finally succeeded. 


Then, on the constructive side of diplo- 


macy, Mr. Grosham had much to his 
credit. He did all that a foreign officer 
could do properly to prevent the late 
Chinese-Japanese war. It was done, too, 
in a mannei that made it clear to the 
world that the United States was acting 
absolutely without self-interest and from 
motives of humanity. Secretary Gresham 
also used his good offices to prevent a war 
between Mexico and Guatemala, and in 
this ho succeeded completely. 


During his career on the bench, Judge 


Gresham heard and decided many note- 
worthy cases, many of his decisions illus- 
trating, in a remarkable degree, his fear- 
lessness, impartiality and judicial firm- 
ness. 


In 1S5S he married Miss Matilda Mc- 


Srain. the daughter of Thomas McGrain, 
of Scotch-Irish descent. He was devoted 
co his w ife and children. This side of his 
afe the public know little of, but it fur- 
nishes the best key to his nature and charac- 
ter.

Kane 
was arrested.
